A eo 
known French manufacturer of LF sg as 
recently introduced a super-balloon tyre 
which vill result in road wheels be 
nothing more thap glorified hubs. Drawing 
on the experience gained in aircraft 
practice, designers have now constructed 
5 Doughnut "or “ Airwheel ”’ tyres for 
use on passenger cars, These new tyres, 
it is claimed, possess extraordinary trac- 
tion qualities, are practically skid proof 
and insulate the car from all major road 
irregularities, 

The balloon tyre was a “child ” of the 
Great War. our years of war left the 
roads of France in a deplorable condition, 
and when the war concluded the recon- 
struction of buildings and farms absorbed 
all the available money and man-power of 
France, The roads had to wait, and a 
leading French tyre company — the 
Michelin Company—evolved the balloon 
tyre, which enabled a conventional car to 
travel over bad and indifferent roads in 
comparative ease and with considerably 
reduced wear and tear. In 1924 the balloon 
tyre found its way to America, and in the 
following year practically every American 
manufacturer adopted balloon tyres as 
standard equipment, 

ORIGIN OF THE BALLOON TYRE. 

Many of us now recall with amusement 
the fears then expressed of the dangers of 


one of which was that a blew out of a 
balloon tyre travelling at thirty miles an 


hour would prove fatal to the occupants 
of a car fitted with such tyres. At about 
the same time the “four-wheel brakes 
became universally adopted—two features 
which provided, on ‘the one hand, greatly 
improved comfort travel, and, on the 
other, increased safety, making possible 


the speed at which cars can now safely 
travel. Once the balloon tyre had estab- 
lished itself, a steady reduction in wheel 
diameter set in. ‘The twenty-one-inch 
wheel was very popular in 1925 and 1926. 
To-day the average size of car wheels is 
seventeen or ¢ighteen inches, while tyre 
sections have gradually increased. With 
the introduction of, “ air wheels,’’ which 
will be inflated to about fifteen pounds 
pressure, potholés;and corrugations will 
matter véry little to motorists; wear and 
tear of engine and chassis will be reduced, 
and skidding will, te all intents and pur- 
poses, disappear, 
FIRE HAZARD IN FUEL.

A quantity of 
their product has heen recently tested in 
the laboratories of the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics in Virginia, 
and the results are reported as being very 
favourable, not only in demonstrating the 
safety value of the product, but also in 
proving that it develops greater power 
than the ordinary aviation spirit. The 
new product is the latest development of 
hydrogenation process by which 
chemists are converting coal into oil, and 
oil into petrol. The success of this or 
any other method which will rid aviation, 
and incidentally motoring, of the fire 
hazard will mark a big advance in air

A WEEK’S TOUR. 


As many of our readers will be setting 
out on their holidays shortly, I shall in 
the next two or three articles ‘briefly sketch 
some holiday trips to occupy one, two, 
and three weeks respectively. The seven 
days’ tour which I suggest to-day takes 
one through some of the most beautiful 
scenery of Southern Ireland, the total 
distance being about 600 miles, It can be 
varied or shortened to suit the tastes of 
motorist and his family, From 
Dublin there are several good routes to 
Dork, varying little in distance. The road

suggested is that which passes to the west 
of the Dublin and Wicklow mountains by 
the famous Poulaphouca Falls and through 
Carlow.. From here the valley of the 
Barrow, which abounds in river scenery, 
ig traversed as far as Royal Oak. A couple 
of miles further on, at Whitehall, turn 
to the left for Thomaston. near which is 
Jerpoint Abbey, which is well worth visit- 
ing. The Nore valley is next reached ; 
then to New Koss, and on to the city of 
Waterford. From Waterford the route 
follows the valley of the Suir under the 
Comeragh mountains, crossing the river o! 
the same name at Ardfinnan. The next 
point of interest is the Gap—a splendid 
pass over the Knockmealdown mountains, 
on to. Lismore, one of the most attractive 
small towns in the whole of Ireland. The 
| direct road to (Cork takes one through 
| "Tallow, but, if time permits, it is well 
worth driving the extra dozen miles to 
gu through the historic seaside town of 
Youghal. 
AN EXCELLENT TOURIST CENTRE. 
Cork is an excellent centre for the 
tourist. The beautiful surroundings of 
Cork Harbour are within very easy dis- 
tance, and both Queenstown and Cross- 
haven should not be omitted. Leaving 
Cork in a westerly direction, the way 
takes one along by the valley of the river 
Lee to Glengarriff, the road passing 
through such places as  Inchigeela, 
Gougane Barra, across the Pass of Keima- 
neigh, and so on to the magnificent 
scenery of Glengarriff The drive to 
Castletownbere by the shores of Bantry 
Bay, then on to Kenmare through Dereen, 
and by the shores of the Kenmare river, 
should be taken if at all possible, as it 
it 1s one of the finest in the south. From 
Kenmare the roads wind over the moun- 
tains of the Windy Gap to Killarney. 
The detour to Dingle takes one into a 
picturesque and fascinating district, and 
the tour is finished by a run along the 
Lower Shannon and a return to Dublin 
on the main Limerick road.

DESTINATION OF THE 
RESIDUE.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

A summons for the determination of ques- 
tions arising on the construction of the will 
and codicils of Patrick Corcoran, late of 
Deerpark Cottages, Ballinasloe, was brought 
by Thomas Tenison Collins and Hutchinson 
Davidson, of Ballinasloe. as executors, the 
Attorney General and others being named as 
defendants. 

Mr. Moloney, K.C., who, with Mr, Micks 
(instructed by Messrs. Hutchinson and David- 
son), appeared for the plaintiffs. said that 
there were about forty charities interested in 
the will of the late Mr, Coreoran, and the 
for determination, really arose on 
the distribution of the residue of the estate, 
amounted to about £8.000, and the 
question as to which charitable institutions 
were to get the residue. 

The plaintiffs also asked whether a legacy 
of £100 to the “ Orthopaedic war Bi for 
Children, Dublin,” was payable to the Incor- 
porated Orthopedi c Hospital of Ireland, and 
if not, whether the bequest failed. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, dealing with the 
general framework of the will, said that the 
first charitable bequest in it was a legacy of 
£10 to the Orphan Home at Aughrim, Bal- 
linasloe. The testator bequeathed £100 to 
each one of thirty-four charitable institutions 
which he set out in a hst, and then he dealt 
with his house at Deerpark. He made two 
codicils, and the question that had to be 
decided was whether these institutions came 
within the class of charitable institutions that 
were referred to in the will as the residuary 
legatees. His lordship could not speculate on 
what the testator meant, and could not make 
a new will for him, and he thought that the 
safest rule of construction was to abide by 
what the testator said. 

It seemed to him, therefore, that if he 
adopted that principle he would have to con- 
fine the persons who were entitled, as resi- 
duary legatees, to those thirty-four, described 
as charitable institutions in the will. That 
cut ont the Orphan Home at Aughrim, Bal- 
linasloe, to which he left only £10, and which 
he did not include in the list of charitable 
institutions referred to. There was a specific 
gift to Mrs. Smyly’s Homes, and he thought 
that that institution also was cut out by the 
express phraseology of the will. 

The declaration which Mr, 
Johnston made, accordingly, was that the 
charitable institutions named in the will, ex- 
cluding the Orphan Home at Aughrim, Bal- 
linasloe, and Mrs. Smyly’s Homes and Schools 
for Necessitous Children, were the charitable 
institutions entitled to the residuary estate. 
He held that the legacy of £100 to the “ Or- 
thopedic Hospital for Children, Dublin,’ 
was payable to the Incorporated Orthopedic 
Hospital of Ireland, and was accumulative for 
that institution. He allowed all the parties 
their costs out of the estate.

of legatees specifically described as ‘* chari-

INJURED 'BUS PASSENGERS 
AWARDED DAMAGES. 
MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN 


Mrs, Bridget Mary Roche 
daughter, Patricia Roche, a minor, of 11 
Tramway Cottages, Donnybrook, Dublin, 
claimed damages against the Dublin United 
Tramways Co., Lid., for personal injuries, 
caused through the alleged negligence of the 
defendants’ servants in the management of 
an omnibus and a tramcar at Gardiner street 
on the 2nd of iast August. The plaintiffs, 
it appeared, were passengers in the ‘bus, 
when the two vehicles collided.

Al Century of CWemperance. 


To-morrow the centenary of the 
temperance movement will be celebrated 
by a huge festival at the Crystal Palace. 
The great temperance movement as we 
know it to-day was started by a Lanca- 
shire workingman, Joseph Livesey, and 
six fellow-workers. These seven men per- 
suaded a number of their friends to join 
them in signing a pledge to abstain from 
drink. Their example was 
quickly followed, and the first teetotal 
benefit society, “ The Sons of Temper- 
ance,’’ was formed a year or two later, to 
be followed in 1838 by the famous order of 
Rechabites. In 1841, Father Mathew, the 
Apostle of Temperance, started his cam- 
paign, whichhad a tremendous effect on 
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has over ninety centuries and three double 
centuries to his credit. 


I was not aware that bull-fighting 
existed in France until I met a friend who 
told me he had seen a French bull-fight 
near Biarritz. The spectacle was quite as 
magnificent, so far as uniforms were con- 
cerned, as its Spanish counterpart, but 


there the resemblance ceased. The French | 


bull-fighters tried to avoid hurting the 
animals, although they took considerable 
risks themselves. The object of the con- 
test was to place white sponges tipped 
vith glue, known as “ cocardes,’’ on the 
hide of the bull, who had been rendered 
iumnocuous before the fight, so that there 
was no torturing of horses. Bull-fighting 
in the Spanish fashién is contrary to 
French law, but. the inhabitants of 
Southern France still hanker after this 
cruel sport, and my friend tells me they 
are about to petition the French Govern- 
ment to remove the ban. Fortunately, 
the authorities in Paris are not likely to 
do anything of the kind, and the agitators 
will. have to remain content with what 
they probably regard as a parody of 
the real thing. 


A Cuckoo Superstition. 


There are many superstitions about the 
cuckoo, writes a ¢orrespondent, and I was 
reminded of one the other day when I 
heard the well-known sound for .the first 
time this year. It was in a garden near 
Shankill, but, unfortunately, I was not 
in time to see the bird do its famous ' ‘+k 
of slipping over the garden wall. The 
cuckoo is said ‘to rlide over so close to the 
top that if the wall were only a few inches 
higher, it would be trapped, and so would 
bring good luck to the garden for ever. 
This old superstition is really symbolic 
of Fortune herself. It reflects all the 
excuses with which the unsi: essful specu- 
lator attempts to console himself. If only 
he had been a little later or a little earlier, 
or taken «ifferent advice, he .night have 
trapped the elusive goddess, Luck, how- 
ever, like the cuckoo, too often slips over 
the wall, no matter how high we build it.

Good Old Times. 


In these days of financial, economic and 
moral pessimism a backward’ glance offers 
much comfort, Although the world is in 
sore trouble, it is still a far better place 
for most of its inhabitants than it was a 
hundred years ago. Then, judged by 
modern standards, it was a pitiless place— 
even civilised England was a pitiless piace 
--for the poor and helpless. Yesterday 
The Times reproduced from its issue of 
June 16th, 1832, the report of a case in 
the Thames Police Court. The chief mate 
of a South Sea whaler was charged with 
““a series of cruel assaults on William 
Ramsey, a youth, at sea.” It appeared 
that the mate had taken a dislike to the 
boy, and beat him constantly with a rope s 
end till his body was black and blue. 
Between beatings the boy was forced to 
spend hours in the cross-trees. At last, 
distracted by his sufferings, he escaped 
from the ship on the African coast, and, 
after a variety of adventures, procured a 
passage to England in a man-of-war, In 
the police court the defendant pleaded 
that the lad was “ very saucy and dirty, 
and wanted correction ”; but this state- 
ment was denied by the second mate, who 
supported the boy's story of savage ill- 
treatment. The report concludés: ‘‘ After 
some conversation, the complainant agreed 
to accept of £5 and his expenses, and the 
warrant was then discharged." To-day 
that first mate would have got a sharp 
term of imprisonment, and all the news- 
papers would have rung with his brutality ; 
but a century ago the flesh of humble 
youths and children was very cheap. For 
many years after 1832—until the Factory 
Acts absolved them—they worked fourteen 
hours a day in the mills. It was still later 
when Dickens’s passionate voice reformed 
the hell of the British workhouse and 
rescued little boys from the horrors of 
human chimney-sweeping. When we are 
told now that the world is going from bad 
to worse we can point at least to Christian 
influence in modern law, and tothe grand 
work of the National Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children. 


Distress in Italy. 


Things are far from well with Italy. 
The Rome Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, in the course of a general 
survey, declares that agriculture is being 
conducted at a positive loss in the southern 
districts of the peninsula. Conditions are 
not so bad in the north, where most of the 
farmers’ sufferings are due to inexperience ; 
but affluence has been converted into 
poverty in the south. The large landed 
proprietors, who include many of the 
noblest families in Italy, are hit seriously. 
Having failed to live in the cities on the 
produce of their estates, they have retired 
into the country to cut down expenses ; but 
trouble follows them even there. The value 
of agricultural land has fallen to 25 per 
cent. of what it was, and the banks have 
foreclosed on their numerous mortgages. 
Town life has suffered grievously from the 
departure of the landowners, and their 
absence has made a vital difference to

Government of the Free State.

The attitude of Baron von Gayl, the 
Reich Minister of the Interior, towards 
this ignoring of the Presidential decree 
is, naturally, awaited with great interest.

This country, for example, must be held 
free to enter. or not to enter, into agree- 
ments, and the British Government, exer- 
cising their freedom, have made up their 
minds that they cannot embark on any 
fresh experiment with a Government who 
claim the right to break an agreement by 
unilateral action. There was no reason, 
indeed, why they should have made the 
decision public so soon, except an honest 


| desire to leave the Free State Government 


under no illusion ; and it is an open secret 
that the Cabinet, weighing the advan- 
tages of either course, came down in 
favour of an announcement in the House 
of Commons simply and solely because it 
seemed the more straightforward, and the 
more likely to lead (as it did) to the 
opening of conversations, 

About the essential soundness of the 
decision, however, there can be no ques- 
tion at all. What is at stake is not 
merely the form of an oath, or even by 
itself the method of payment of annuities 
due from certain landholders in Ireland 
to English investors, but the observance, 
as represented by these and other under- 
takings, of a solemn Treaty freely made 
between the two countries. 

Nothing has occurred in the last ten 
years to make the settlement less valid 
than when it was concluded, except 
indeed that the Free State Govern- 
ment at that time, most loyally 
fulfilling their obligations, were at 
pains to place it on record with the 
League of Nations, and thus ‘to make it 
appear more solemn still. Constitutional 
lawyers may even argue that this formal 
demonstration of internationalism, which 
to the British Government seemed 
altogether unnecessary, did, at any rate, 
demolish the argument that the Irish 
Treaty has been ‘‘ superseded '” by the 
Statute of Westminster, a document which 
is held on this theory to have wiped the 
slate of all existing internal arrangements 
within the Empire. 

But, in any case, the Statute of West- 
minister is really irrelevant. It did no 
more than register a constitutional re- 
lationship which existed in practice as long 

as the Irish Treaty itself. That Treaty, 
like any other, may be modified hereafter 
by mutual consent, or it may be broken 
without consent; but those who break it 
cannot expect to enjoy tlpe same confidence 
when future agreements are under discus- 
sion, It is an elementary principle, both 
of business and of politica, that trust 
should be extended only to those who 


have proved themselves trustworthy,

Mr. GOULDING (F.F., Waterford) said 
that some sacrifices might have to be madé to 
give employment to the young men and 
women who had now to walk the roads in 
idleness. 

Mr. DILLON (Ind., Donegal) declared that 
no piece of legislation had encountered in the 
public Press a more extravagant barrage of 
misrepresentation than this Budget. It had 
been trenchantly discussed by the Opposition, 
and outside the House persons had deliberately 
sought to promote an atmosphere of panic. 
As an employer of labour he said that the 
laying off of men was not the result of the 
Budget, but of the panic created by people 
who deliberately sought to misrepresent the 
situation. 

He did not give the Budget, however, un- 
qualified approval. He fad pointed out 
already that the proposals for the taxation of 
agricultural implements, manures and so 
forth, would lead to trouble. The Minister 
for Finance had shown no willingness to 
endeavour to meet the legitimate repréesenta- 
tions put forward on behalf of the agricul- 
tural community. The Minister would not 
move an inch to meet them. 


DOG-FIGHT OVER FOOTBALL. 

He thought discrimination against citizens 
very undesirable. He also deprecated dis- 
crimination as between one game and another. 
They should get away from this continual 
barking and snapbing at one section of the 
community, Words oiten wounded more than 
weapons, and bitterness tended to remain.

the farmers. If the Minister refused to do 
this he would turn his back on the Minister 
and vote against the duties. 


BUSINESS INSECURITY. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (C. na nG., Dublin, N.) 
said that the House never knew what side 
Mr. Dillon was on, and never knew what he 
was going to do. He (Mr. Byrne) anticipated 
that when the Labour Party came to vote on 
the issue relating to a certain factory the 
force of public opinion would make them do 
their duty by the 300 workers who were to 
be disemployed. He believed in wise tariffs, 
but not in tarifis imposed on articles which 
were not manufactured in the country. At 
present in Dublin there was a feeling of the 
insecurity. Firms were reducing their staffs, 
and some firms were being entirely wiped out. 
As to the talk about new factories being 
started, he had seen no evidence of them. 


ROCKS AHEAD. 


Professor THRIFT ({Ind., Dublin Univer . 


sity) appealed to the Government and its 
members to consider quietly, apart from any 
political consideration, what they believed 
would be the economic reactions of the 
Budget. There was only one way to revive 
trade and improve business, and that was to 
curtail public spending and encourage the 
increase of private spending. He was con- 
vinced that if the Budget went through they 
would, in six montha time, have to take 
most urgent means to save the country from 
disaster. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) asked was 
there any report forthcoming from the 
Economic Committee appointed by the late 
Government, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Heffernan ? 

Mr. MacENTEE, Minister for Finance, 
replied that, at the time the Dail dissolved, 
the Committee had not concluded its 
investigations, but he understood that several 
interim teports had been submitted to the 
late Government. After the recess the situa- 
tion would be examined, and the Committee 
would, possibly, be reconstituted and asked 
to present a final report.

Free State, a coach was driven by 


It was on the 
Great Northern Railway line between Dublin 
and Howth, and the coach attained a speed 
of forty-six miles an hour. 

This is the company’s initial effort in this 
direction to compete with the road traffic 
and to augment train services at the minimum 
cost, on sections of the line between Dublin 
and Belfast, where the volume of traffic 
would not justify the running of additional 
steam trains. 

For the past five or six months secret experi- 
ments have been going on in the company’s 
works at Dundalk, and three months ago the 
construction of the new car was started. So 
pleased have the directors been with the 
progress of the new rail motor car that they 
began to build a similar car, but with a 
different type of Diesel engine, and it is 
understood that this car will be put into 
service within the next month. ‘The company 
will then start the construction of five other 
cars. 

An Irish. Times. reporter who travelled 
from Dublin to Howth and back on the new 
rail car yesterday’ was informéd that the 
car will he put into service between Armagh, 
Belfast, Portadown, Newry and Dundalk 
on next Monday week. 

The coach, or car, is capable of a speed cf 
over sixty. miles an hour, and during a 
recent unofficial trial between Dundalk and 
Dublin it attained a speed of fifty-six miles 
an hour. 


CONSTRUCTION. 


In construction the “ Diesel Rail Car A,”’ 
as it is called, is akin to the Drumm battery 
train, which rans daily between Dublin and 
Bray on the. Great Southern Railways line, 
but it is not se heavily built 

From the point of view of comfort, the new 
car is all that could be desired, with a high 
ceiling, a broad passage down the centre, and 
plenty of ventilation. It is painted exter- 
nally in royal blue and cream, and it 1s forty 
feet long and 9 feet wide, the standard 
width of G.N.R. carriages. It can seat about 
fifty passengers, and, i: necessary, an ordinary 
railway coach can be attached, It can be 
driven from either end. 

The engine and transmission comprise an 
A.E,.C Diesel engine, Daimler fluid fly-wheel 
and Epicyclic gear box. This combination 
Jegds to smoothness in changing gears and to 
simplicity in driving the car from both ends. 
The vacuum brake is fitted, and the vehicle 
is constructed to work in ordinary traffic. 

The interior furnishings are of the ‘bus 
rather than the railway carriage type. The 
upholstery was provided by Messrs, Hilton, 
of Dublin. . 

The total weight of the vehicle is 18}. tons.

AGRICULTURAL 
MACHINERY. 


On the Committee stage of the Finance 
(Customs Duties) (No. 2) Bill, 

r, BLYTHE (C. na nG., Monaghan) 
moved an amendment to reduce the duty on 
agricultural IRA from 334 to 12 per 
cent. Without any duty the industry here 
had been able to carry on. 

Mr. LEMASS, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that this industry had 
been carried on here with considerable 
efficiency. The Irish machines were sold at 
the same price as the foreign machines. 
They wanted to stop the importation of 
machines, for which there was no need, in 
so far as the existing factories could supply 
them without an increase in price, 

Mr. M‘GILLIGAN (C. na nG.) said that 
from what had emerged from the discussion 
on the last day the factories were already 
sherging ‘ring ” prices. 

Mr. LEMASS said they had received: a 
guarantee from the manufacturers that they 
would not increase prices. Power had been 
given to issue import licences if the require- 
ments of the country could not be met in 
time for the harvest season, but they were 
now satisfied that the manufacturers would 
be able to meet ninety per cent. of the re- 
quirements» of the farming community. 

Mr. BLYTHE (C. na nG.) said there was 
no possibility of ensuring a guarantee nnless 
the producers were charging an absolutely 
outrageous price. Owing to the variation in 
quality and design of machines, it would be 
impossible to pin manufacturers down to their 
guarantee. i 

Mr, P. HOGAN (C. na nG., Galway) said 
he knew cases where agents had gone to 
traders aiid told them to bé very polite— 
that they would have to give ‘their orders to 
Irish manufacturers, and no thanks to them. 
That was the spirit in which certain Irish 
traders were approached on behglf of Irish 
manufacturers.

NEW ARMY PENSIONS 


SCOPE OF MR. AIKEN’S 
BILL. 


The revision of the Army Pensions Scheme, 
which was indicated by President de Valera 
shortly after his return to power, will be 
embodied in a bill to be introduced by Mr. 
Frank Aiken in the Dail to-day. It seems 
that the bill will concern only persons 
wounded or disabled or unable to earn a 
livelihood. Among those to benefit will 
be members of the Irish Republican Army, 
Irish Volunteers, Cumann na mBan, Hiber- 
nian Rifles, and Citizen Army, who wére in- 
jured vp to the ‘‘ Cease Fire” Order of 1923. 

No differentiation will be made as bétween 
officers and men, this scale for all. being 
equal. The cost to the taxpayer will be 
approximately £47,000 a year.

Great activity was witnessed yesterday in 
the Marino and Malahide toad districts of

, Bet well out from the city and 
among the wooded places by the roadside, 
the canvas suggests a military encampment. 
On this occasion, however, thé object of the 
encampments is to house and f some of 
the many pilgrims who have come to Ire- 
land in connection with the Eucharistic Con- 
gress.

titude ig not an easy task, and this was 


realised. many months ago. Schemes were 
thought out with a view to atigmenting the 
limited facilities of the city for dealing with 
such an occasion, and the outrome of those 
schemes has been the erection of the marquees 
at Marino and Artane. 

At Marino the work of preparation is in 
full swing .and many of the huge marquees 
are fitted with dining and seating accommoda- 
tién, others as kitchens, and the remainder 
for sleeping purposes. 

The “ dinihgrooms " are spacious and well 
ventilated, and should serve their purpose 
admirably. A full cooking veg Hi sy 
installed in the kitchens includes gas stoves, 
the gas supply being brought im from the 
main road.. Yesterday the large stafis of 
chefs, waitresses and kitchen hands received 
instruction in their various duties, 

Military lorries were conveying beds and 
bedding to the encampment in the grounds 
of the O’Brien Institute, which will accommo- 
date thrée thousand pilgrims. 

Similar activity was to be seen at Artane, 
where a further camp has been established 
to provisle food and shelter for some thousands 
of pilgrims. The situation of the camps is 
ideal, and quite convenient to the city. 

The eamp at Artane will be in military 
charge. 


IMPOSING AEROPLANE 
DISPLAY. 


A squadron of a dozen Irish Free State Air 
Force aeroplanes passed over the southern 
suburbs of Dublin yesterday afternoon, at an 
altitude of about eight hundred feet.

WOMEN LAUNDRY 
WORKERS. 


Some time ago the Irish women Workers’ 
Union conveyed a request on behalf of its 
members to the Leinster Laundries’ Assoc‘a 
tion that Friday, June 24th (the day of the 
women’s mass meeting in the Phenix Park) 
should be observed as a hai‘-holiday in laun- 
dries. This was not conceded by the Asso- 
ciation as a body, though certain individual 
laundries have fully conceded it. In some 
cases arrangements for ceasing work at an 
early hour on Friday were accompanied bv 
plans. for working up to a very late hour on 
other days of the week. Consequentiy the 
following resolution was passed ananimously 
at a meeting held in the Mansion House on 
Tuesday last :— 

“That. having considered all the circum- 
stances of the case, the members of the Irish 
Women’ Workers’ Union working in public 
laundries are prepared, if necessary, to work 
47 hours in the week cf the Eucharistic Con 
gress. They will not, however. work after

The Vice-President (Mr. 8. T. O'KELLY) 
stated that the High Commissioner in Great
